Pr° Prices are now higher but there is less stock in the country 
and the western farmers do not have so much to sell. 
It is 
painfully true that you cannot make money by selling what 
you haven’t got, no m atter what the price is.

In the meantime the consumers in the cities aie beginning 
to complain about the high cost of meat and are curtailing their 
buying which lessens the demand which the farmer has to supply. 
Secretary Wallace intimates that the government has gone about 
as far as it can in the matter of cutting down production and it 
seems evident that something else will have to be done. 
In the 
meantime economic laws are getting in their work.

Our immigration restriction laws so far have only half done 
job intended. There is no sense in saying th at nothing need be done 
because immigrants are not coming in just now. The time to mend the 
roof is between rains. Now is the right time for Congress to act and give 


us real protection. 
... 
Unless Congress acts, and acts promptly, the American wor er 
again have to compete with a new flood of unneeded and lo w priced 
competitors, in the face of a steady development of labor saving devices 
and changes in methods of production. The taxpayer will also have to 
carry this further burden of excess workers and their families. 
Under these conditions it is difficult to imagine how anyone could 
hesitate between strengthening and weakening our immigration laws. 
But unfortunately the opponents of restriction are still strongly in the 


saddle.

Compares S o m e Political 
Firebrands To “Hog 
Callers” By In­ 
ference 


VOICES DISLIKE TO 
PRESENT SET-UP 


Voicing his dislikes of the N. R. A. 
and its affiliated alphabetic rela­ 
tions, Mark Sullivan, noted journa­ 
list Washington correspondent spoke 
on “The Washington Scene” in the 
Cathedral 
auditorium 
Tue s d a y 
night. 
Prefacing his more detailed re­ 
marks concerning Washington, Mr. 
Sullivan reviewed the history of the 
political upheavals in Russia, Ger­ 
many and Italy, showing how the de­ 
velopment 
of 
the 
new 
political 
thought in those countries was the 
result of the ingenuity of either 
an individual or a small group of 
men. How the change had always 
been accompanied by a centraliza­ 
tion of power, and the introduction 
of a new symbol such as the sickle 
and hammer or the swastika. 
He 
then compared the present govern­ 
ment in the United tSates and said 
that for a time it looked as though 
this nation might be in the first 
stages of a dictatorship, citing the 
Blue Eagle as the emblem that re­ 
placed the American Golden Eagle. 
“Our Golden Eagle would doubtless 
deny the paternity of the Blue 
Eagle” said he. 
“Hog Callers” 
By inference he compared some 
of the present day radio political 
firebrands to “hog callers.” “Today” 
said Mr. Sullivan, “with the radio 
the effectiveness of a political speak­ 
er is guaged somewhat by the ap­ 
peal in his voice, just like hog call­ 


ing. 
The hog doesn't understand 
the words of the caller but the tone 
of the voice appeals to him.” 
He said that the nation would 
never go back to the identical poli­ 
tical setup it had enjoyed before 
the depression but would not com­ 
mit himself as to what changes 
would be made. He argued for In­ 
dividualism as against Collectivism 
and again by inference scored the 
Brain Trusters of the government. 
In this respect he drew a parallel 
between college professors on the 
campus who have chosen “the quiet 
of the gravelled campus for their 
life” as against the competition of 
the outside world. 
He then went on to say that 
when these same college professors 
were put in positions of responsi­ 
bility in a government they took 
with them their collect ivistic tend­ 
encies and wanted to see a nation 
run as a college, with the citizens

worker spends nine per cent of his 
dollar on cafes and theaters, his 
automobile, other recreation, in bar­ 
ber and beauty shops and for news­ 
papers, magazines and books, while 
34.8 per cent goes to food and 9.8 
into the bank, and of the luxury 9 
per cent, more than half—exactly 
5 per cent—goes into his automo­ 
bile! 
How Money Is Spent 
The survey started 
March 
12, 
when, a payday, silver dollars were 
distributed to all employes of the 
Gulf States plant with the excep­ 
tion of department superintendents 
and salaried clerks. More than 500 
merchants co-operated, 
returning 
stamped postcards previously distri­ 
buted with notations of the number 
of silver dollars received each day 
and for what purpose they were 
spent. The survey covered one week j 
and tabulations have just been com- j 
pleted. 
They showed the follow- j 
ing percentages of distribution: 
Meats and groceries, 34.8; bank | 
deposits, 9.8: department stores, 6.1; 
rents, 6.1; lights, gas, water, tele-1 
phone, 4.7; insurance, 4.5; gas and

Experiment Costs Money 
Returns covered approximately 50 
per cent of the payroll, cards orig 
inally having been distributed to 1,- 
000 merchants, and 3,200 employes 
participated. More than 60,000 sil 
ver dollars—barely scraped together 
at the Federal Reserve bank in At­ 
lanta after Birmingham and Gads­ 
den banks and the 
Birmingham 
Federal Reserve were found unable 
to supply the demand—were handed 
out in the experiment. 
The Gads­ 
den Chamber of Commerce also co­ 
operated, and cost of the survey is 
set between $100 and $150.

HITLER: REFUSES 
TO AID CONDEMNED

BERLIN. April 10.—The ice- 
chilled axe of the headsman fell 
this morning on the necks of 
Solly Epstein, 28, and Hans 
Ziegler, 34, as accessories in the 
murder of Horst W esse I, Nazi 
hero and inspiration of the song 
that has his name. 
An announcement by the ministry 
of justice, posted on bulletin boards 
throughout the city, simply stated 
that “the Fuehrer saw no reason 
ior exercising his prerogative 
to 
pardon them.” 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf 
Hitler re­ 
nounced this right, it was stated, 
on the grounds that the murder 
“was conceived of political hatred, 
carefully planned and brutally ex­ 
ecuted." 
Die on Block 
Epstein and Ziegler died on the 
block in the courtyard of Plotzenzee 
prison in the presence of only a 
handful of official witnesses, at six 
o’clock. The whole affair occupied 
less than half an hour. 
It was assumed that the axe was 
wielded by August Groebler, official 
executioner, who on February 18 
beheaded 
Baroness 
Benita 
Von 
Falkenhayn and Renate Von Naz- 
ir.e’r, spies. 
Epstein, listed as a “Non-Aryan”, 
and Ziegler were not under arrest 
when several others were tried in 
1930 in connection with the killing 
of Wessel. They were later arrested 


and sentenced to die in June, 1934. 
The supreme court refused them a 
review last November, and then 
C hancellor Hitler was their last 
hope. 
The accused men tried to show 
that Wessel was fataly wounded in 
a Communist fight, but the state 
contended 
they watched in the 
street while Albrecht Hoehler shot 
Wessel in his apartment. 
Wessel 
was wounded on January 14, 1930, 
and died the following February 23. 
Hoehler was sentenced to prison 
and died, it is believed, before he 
could be brought up for a new 
trial." 
Awaits Trial 
While Epstein and Ziegler were 
losing their heads in Plotzenzee, 
R i c h a r d Roideerer, naturalized 
American, of Cleveland. O., occu­ 
pied a cell in Moabit prison in an­ 
other section of town, awaiting trial 
before the peoples court Friday on 
a spying charge that might carry 
the axe penalty. 
Baron George V on Sosnowsky,

Baker Heir Tale 


Seattle Couple Sentenced To 
Penitentiary 
As 
Pro­ 
moters Of Swindle 


STATE UNABLE TO 
FIND BAKER ESTATE 


HARRISBURG. April 
10—The 
recent sentencing of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Renick. Seattle, Washing­ 
ton, to the McNeil Island Federal 
prison in Puget Sound, was import­ 
ant news along the Pacific Coast 
and to Secretary of Internal Affairs 
Philip H. Dewey, 
the 
sentencing 
meant at least a partial decrease in 
the number of inquiries concerning 
the mythical Baker estate in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
For more than thirty years, em­ 
ployes in the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Internal 
Affairs 
have 
grown familiar with the claims of 
so-called Baker heirs and during his 
term In office, 
Secretary Dewey 
made a determined effort to show 
scores of persons that money in­ 
vested with promoters in the hope 
of return from the mythical Baker 
fortune was money wasted. 
Renick and his wife were promot­ 
ers of the Baker Inheritance Asso­ 
ciation in the West and the court 
trial indicated that they were able 
to gain a livelihood by obtaining 
money from Baker families. 
The story told generally 
about 
the Baker estate is to the effect 
that a Jacob Baker settled in Phila­ 
delphia about 1765. 
It is held by 


promoters that he was given grants 
| of land in Philadelphia and other 
parts of Pennsylvania during the 
Revolutionary period and that the 
j sites on which are located City Hall, 
I Broad Street Station. John Wana- 
[ maker's Store and other important 
buildings in central 
Philadelphia 
? were included in the grants. 
Records in the land bureau of the 
Department 
of 
Internal 
Affairs 
have been searched and researched 
many times, Secretary Dewey de­ 
clared. but at no time has there 
been any evidence found to show 
that Jacob Baker had possession of 
the lands in question. 
The Secre­ 
tary on numerous occasions has 
labeled the “Baker heir” story as a 
huge swindle and fraud, and he ex­ 
pressed the hope that with the re­ 
cent trial in the West, persons in­ 
terested will agree to cease “throw­ 
ing good money after bad.”

To Mirror Business 
Life Here In 1866 


As far back as 
1866—one year 
short of 70—business directories ap­ 
peared in New Castle, a discovery 
made today by A. E. Michael, a resi­ 
dent of R. F. D. 2, bears out.

possesses such a volume that records 
the business firms operating here in 
that early day. 
“The book sold 
for 25 
cents,’ 
Michael stated. “There are 32 pages 
in it and I’m told that letter carriers 
helped sell the books at that time.” 
It is believed the postmen received 
a bonus for all they sold. 
The book’s pages, Mr. Michael re­ 
ported. carried some of the names of 
New Castle’s pioneer business lead­ 
ers.
